Case Which Mas Been Fought in the Courts

Columbus, Nov. 24.—In case of J. 


R. Channel! vs tKe State of Ohio from 
Licking county, the Supreme court to- 
day overruled the motion to 'file a 
petition in error to the circuit court. 
Channell will be compelled to 
serve 


sentence and pay his fine. 


Channell was arrested, tried and 


convicted of stealing a sow and nine 
pigs from Beeson Brothers of Ask 
Postoffice, in Jersey township, this 
county. He was first tried at the Sep- 
tember term of the court of Common 
J'leas of 1900. The trial at that time 
resulted in the jury returning a ver-

JUDGE REES' DIPLOMA 


Graduated from Denison University Thirty-Six Years 


Ago But the Sheepskin Hasn't Arrived-Will 


Be Here in a Few.Daj s, However. 


Thirty-six years is a long while to 


fiwait a reward for good work done in 
college, in the shape of a diploma, in- 
sofar at- that represents to the recip- 
ient such f reward. 
In fact, the di- 


ploma is merely a certificate of the in- 
stitution that the graduate has com- 
pleted a prescribed course, with an 
average of 
excellence, 
arbitrarily 


fixed by each institution. The reward 
of excellent work done while in col- 
lege, comes in after life in the shape 
of success in life's battle, and 
the 


gaining of a position of honor and 
esteem in the community. For the at- 
tainment of this reward, the college 
sheepskin is in no wise necessary, and 
can hardly be considered an aid in 
most cases. 


This is proven in the case of Judge 


Jonathan Rees, one of Newark's most 
honored citizens and successful men. 
In 1867, Judge Rees, with six other 
young men, was graduated from Den- 
ison university, and on the 
day of 


giaduation the seven members of the 
class were presented in due form, 
with what purported to be a roll of 
parchment, tied with the 
regulative 


blue ribbon, which function was a 
feature of the commencement exer- 
cises, at least from a spectacular 
standpoint. As a matter of fact these 
i oils were blank sheets of paper, with 
not a scratch of a pen. The firm that 
had the plates and were to print the 
diplomas burned just before those for 
Denison had been prepared, the plates 
were destroyed and the class wore 
told the 
condition of 
affairs, 
and 
di- 


plomas at any time alter new plates 
wore made and other blanks printed. 
No one was any 
thu wiser, except 


those who were told at the time, and 
the incident has probably not 
been 


recalled since by any one connected 
with the institution. Several of 'the 
class soon after graduation asked for 
and were given the regulation diplo- 
ma, but Judge Rees was not one of 
these, and so thirty-six years passed, 
he became a prominent attorney, was 
twice Probate Judge of this county, 
and was eminently successful in every 
relation of life, yet he never received 
his college diploma. 


Some weeks ago in conversation 


with Professor Gilpatrick, the Judge 
was asked when he graduated. 


"In 1807. from Denison, but I have 


never received a diploma," he 
re- 


plied, and then related the circum- 
f-tances, forgetting the matter imme- 
diately after. Not so with Professor 
Gilpatrick, who, it1 spems, took 
the 


matter UD with the result that Judge 
Rees has just received word that he 
may expect his diploma in a few days. 


Judge Rees' six classmates all be- 


came preachers, yet strange to say, 
although all.are .still living, only one 
remained in the ministry, several be- 
coming school teachers and others 
very successful in other walks of life. 
Judge Rees completed two years'_«at 
'the university when the war broke 
'out. He enlisted and served until the 
'latter aart of 1864. He re-entered 
, Denison in the fall" of 1865, in 
the 


junior clsss and completed his work 
in 1867.

RUNNING THE GAUNTLET. 


Joseph Simpson, writing for the Co- 


lumbus "Dispatch has the following 
concerning William Jackson, an aged 
and respected citizen of Somerset: 


He always resided in Somerset, is 


nearly ninety-two, in excellent health, 
arid is possessed of a character unique 
and interesting. 
Mr. Jackson is n, 


veteran of the Mexican and the civil 
wars, and bears his honors modestly. 
His record as a voter can hardly be 
surpassed, for it dates away back to 
General Jackson's first term, in 1828. 
In his own words, he said: "I voted 
for General Jackson when I was only 
seventeen." With a laugh, continuing, 
You know a few years didn't make 
much difference those days." 


Further, he remarked, "My chief and 


only reason for casting my vote taat 
way was' because his name was tne 
same as my own." Our friend's rec- 
ord is only equalled by certain voters 
in the remote township of "Mary Ann." 
in Licking 
county, a 
Democratic 


stronghold where Old Hickory still 
figures in presidential elections. 


Mr. Jackson in his day has been 


prominent as a musician, an excellent 
performer, also a band teacher. 
He 


was a member of the Somerset band 
in 1835 and it is interesting to hear 
him. detail the capacity of his brother 
musicians in the band, and describe 
their instruments. 


My first recollection of him was in 


the middle forties -when I was a boy. 
He taught bands in the winter time 
and toured the country with traveling 
shows during the summer. 
I can 


see him now all ready for one of his 
teaching trips, on horseback, with a 
great 1812 drab overcoat and cape 
with old-time green leggings up to his 
knees all spattered with mud, pos- 
sibly. 


His chief skill was displayed when 


he took up his old-fashioned yellow 
boxwood clarinet—trimmed out with 
a scarcity of plain, square-shaped brass 
keys. There was no superstition those 
days connected with the yellow clar- 
inet—Honest Ghosts only were the 
rule. Mr. Jackson knew Ned Kendall 
who played the bugle before 
the 


crowned heads of Europe, "and the 
dead heads of America," and to whom 
the late queen of England presented 
a sterling silver instrument and pro- 
nounced him the "Wizard Bugler." 


He also knew Dick Willis, another 


famous bugler of that day. Dick was 
a brother of the poet, N. P. Willis. 


I will repeat another interesting bit 


of history connected with the life 01 
Mr. Jackson, as he gave it to .me: 
"My grandfather's name was Thomas 
—Stonewall Jackson's 
grandfather's 


name was Jonathan and they were 
brothers. 
William Jackson, another 


brother for whom I was named, lited 
in Kentucky, back of Maysviile, and 
was an intimate friend of Danie 
Boone." 


There resides in Shepard's, our own 


city's suburb, and has for some years 
Mrs. Arnold, a sister of tbe late Gen 
eral Stonewall Jackson, C. S. A., wn» 
genealogically speaking, according to 
my "figgers." must be second cousin to 
our venerable friend. William Jackson 
II. of Somerset. Perry county, Ohio.

In a special telegram from Marion, 


Ohio, Monday, the Advocate exclusive- 
ly told of the result of the Hand case 
and the sensational developments of 
i he day. It is now said that Mr. Hand 
has left Marion and has come to New- 
ark. 


During the hearing on the insanity 


•warrant much evidence bearing both 
ways was adduced in court, says the 
Marion Star, and for that reason the 
court took the case under consider- 
ation from Saturday till Monday.

In line with this. Justice Blaich went 
out to the children's home and the 
affidavit was made on which a war- 
rant was issued. 


An arrangement was reached, as 


telegraphed the 
Advocate, however, 


according to the terms of which the 
Warrant was not served, and it is un- 
derstood that Mr. Hand intends 
to 


settle his business affairs at Marion 
and leave the city, if he has not al- 
ready done so. 


Mr. Hand tendered his resignation 


as superintendent of the 
children's 


home. 


In an interview Mr. Hand 
stated 


that he was married to Mrs. Hand in 
1S70, 
that they had always lived hap- 


yily, atfd he believed her actions to- 
ward Mm were due to influences 
brought to bear upon her and to the 
fact of her illness at a time when she 
needed all her health and 
strength. 


He stated the fact of his resignation, 
but made no statement as to his fu- 
ture intentions.

Zanesville line between Newark and 
Hanover.
